PASSES AT AGE 


OF 93 AT SON'S 
HOME IN MAINE 


Was World-famous Educator, 


and "America's First 


Citizen" 


Northeast Harbor, - Main*— OP>— 


Charles William Eliot, 
Harvard's 


"grand old man" and "America's first 
citizen" Is dead. 


The end came at the age of 92 to 


the president emeritus of Harvard 
university who had been its president 
for forty years prior to his retirement 
at the age of 75, and whose outspok- 
en ideas on public affairs commanded 
international attention and respect. 


He died peacefully at the home 


where, he had spent the summer for 
years. His son, the Rev. Samuel A. 
Eliot of Cambridge, Mass., was with 
him at the end. Dr. Eliot had been 
feeble all summer and was confined 
to the house, though until a few years 
ago he used to row a boat, exercise 
at which he became adept in college 
days as a member of. the university 
crew and \>f -the first' Harvard ath- 
letic • team, *or -which, crimson wa» 
adopted^a»''th.«r university's color. 
• Until com»arattvCljr,.rec«ntly he J»ad 
continued f- Mto-ionjr'fiSft "of 'giving 
views ^n public questions/ He- was 
in his 'nineties' when he took

Murray Butler, president ot 
Cbhiinbialljnlverslty, on the merits of 
prohibition. Dr. Eliot revealing that 
be hadifcecbme a teetotaller at" the age 
of 83, praised the Volstead act.

Among- educators Dr. Eliot, for 4C 


years president of Harvard university 
and president emeritus until h's 
death, held a world-wide reputation as 
a grand old man of their profession, 
but his prominence extended so far 
beyond educational circles that he was 
often spoken of here and abroad as 
"America's first citizen." 
He was 


identified with practically every eco- 
nomic or social question brought for- 
ward in the past 30 years— writing 
and speaking so fearlessly that he 
was the center of as many storms of 
controversy and violent personal at- 
tacks as though he held public office. 


During the war. Dr. Eliot wrote 


numerous articles and made many ad 


Bursting Dam Floods Land; 
River Rises Above Its Banks 


Stevens Point—OP)—Heavy rains of' 


the past few days have inundated 
thousands of acres of land due to the 
overflow of the Wisconsin river, and 
the giving away of the splash board 
of the Wisconsin River Paper and 
Pulp Co. dam near here. Many of 
the highways in the vicinity were un- 
der three feet of water Monday. 


Additional damage was caused when 


the dam gave way and the waters 
carried with it about 400 feet of "a 
temporary' dam which C. R. Meyers 
and Sons Co. of Oshkosh.' had placed 
in preparation for the construction, of 
a new dam. 


The break did not come without 


warning, and all Saturday night a 
large crew of workmen struggled to 
save the temporary dam. The men 
clung to their tasks unti Itheir lives 
were endangered and would desert one 
section only to endeavor to save an- 
other. At Intervals of several hours 
additional sections of the dam Vanish- 
ed until late Sunday night. 
The flood water her* reached its 


crest Sunday night and was abating 
Monday. The highways most- seri- 
ously affected by the water are No. 
18, which is under three feet *t wa- 
ter west of here and No. 10. Many of 
the side roads are impassable. 


Wisconsin 
Rapids reported the 


flood to be at its crest Monday morn- 
ing where the water is the highest 
since April, 1922. It is estimated that 
the water is ten feet higher than it 
has 
ever been in August. Many 


shops along the river at Wisconsin 
Rapids reported flooded basements. 
Highway No. 13, south of Wisconsin 
Rapids is reported under water.

ernment, it seems to us, goes far beyond the 
realm of suspicion. Why should so many men 
who were involved in the negotiations with the 
government for the Teapot Dome property take 
vacations in South America, Mexico and Euro- 
pean capitals for many mrmths prior to and dur- 
ing the time of trial? Why should they re- 
fuse to come home and be interrogated about 
their connection with the transaction? The guil- 
ty not only flee when no one pursueth, but they 
flee the faster when a United States marshal 
with a subpoena is on their trail. This is not 
merely a 'suspicious circumstance'; it rises'to the 
dignity of substantial evidence. 


* It is to be noted that the government 


is appealing from the decision of Judge Kenne- 
dy and. for the benefit of something approaching 
decency in our political life, it Is to be hoped 
that the appeal will be successful."

but dally or frequent indulgence In this carbonated 
drink (carbon dioxid. carbonic 
acid gas) 
is an 


abomination to the stomach and the digestion. 


Ginger ale is an effective means of training the 


appetite to demand the "kick" of alcoholic liquors. 
Ginger Is a condiment, like mustard, pepper, cin- 
namon, cloves; it stimulates not only the delicate 
lining of the stomach and the intestine, but also 
the clrculatlno for a brief fleeting time, and Kke 
other condiments It stimulates or rather Irritates 
the genitourinary organs through which it is elim- 
inated from the body. Just as-it is healthful for well 
folk to use pepper, mustar, vinegar and the other 
condiments sparingly and judiciously with food, so 
it may be all right to take a sip of ginger ale now 
and then, though in my opinion ginger should be 
taken only with food or as a flavor or as a medi- 
cine.

The windmill, according to Appleton' 


farm implement dealers, will soon be 
a thing of the past. Windmills, they 
state, are being, used on less than 50 
per cent of the farms that used them 
15 years ago. They are found on only 
a. very small number of farms in this 
locality. 
The reason for their decline is the 


gas engine. 
About 15 years ago the 


gas engine began to come into use on 
farms in place of windmills, and its 
popularity has 
been growing 
ever 


since. Some dealers estimate that 75 
per cent of all farms now use engines 
to do the work formerly done by the 
mill, chiefly pumping water, althojgti 
many farmers in days gone by used 
their windmills to grind feed and per 
form other tasks. The disappearance 
of the windmills is attributed to the 
fact that it cannot be relied upon to 
furnish power at all times when pow- 
er Is needed. As its action is con 
trolled by the wind, and there arc 
often entire days when there is not 
sufficient wind to turn the wheel, it 
follows that tampers depending on 
mills find days when it can do no 
work at all, and consequently must 
pump water by hand.

EMPLOYES MUST 


DODGE POLITICS 


Postmaster Warns Against 


Participation 
in 
Election 


Campaigns 


All federal civil service 
employes 


lave rights as citizens, but they are 
jarred from public activity and man- 
agement of political campaigns, 
ac- 


cording to a recent executive order is- 
sued at Washington. D. C. The order 
was quoted in a communication from 
Postmaster General Harry S. New. a 
copy of which was received at the Ap- 
pleton postoffice. 


The communication states that any 


officer or-^employe of the government 
is prohibited from soliciting or receiv- 
ing funds from another officer or em- 
ploye of the government. All persons 
are prohibited from soliciting or re- 
ceiving contributions for political pur- 
poses in any room or building occu- 
pied in the discharge of governmenta 
duties by any officer or employe. 


CAX'T GIVE MONEY 


All officers or employes of the Uni- 


ted States are prohibited, directly or 
indirectly, from giving 
or 
handing 


over to any other officer or employe in 
the service or to any member of con- 
gress any money or other 
valuable 


thing for the promotion of any politi- 
cal object. 


The same law also prohibits any of- 


ficer or employe of the United States 
from discharging, promoting or de- 
grading, or in any manner changing 
the official rank or compensation of 
any other officer-or employe for giving 
or failing- to make" any contribution 
for political purposes. 


A provision of the. executive order 


states that: "No person in the execu^ 
tive civil service shall use his officia 
authority or inffuencc for the puroose 
of interfering with an election or af- 
fecting the results thereof. Persons 
who by ithe provisions of these rules 
are in the competitive classified scr 
vice, while retaining the right to vot< 
as they please and to express private 
ly their opinions on all political sub 
Jects, shall take no active part In po 
litical management or in political cam 
paigns." 
""The status of presidential postmas 
ters is somewhat different from tha 
of persons in the classified civil scr 
vice,! according to Postmaster Genera 
New. Although ,the statutes apply 
them as well as to others in the ser 
vice, their political activities are no 
restricted in the 
same degree, 
an- 


they are allowed to take such a par 
in the political campaigns as is taken 
by any private citizen.

some of them investigated in recem 
years by various members of the Wi- 
ccnsln Archeological society. On Isl 
Kuyale the old pits from a few feel 
to 30 feet deep extend over 15 to 2' 
miles of country.
